Origin of the Mule-Tax, 

Last full a prnspeclus wiis sent from Yiilo 
to the Governor, proposint,' to construct a 
ro;iii from Yale lo Lyltoii by mei\ii.s of a 
Joint-Stock Association, with a capital of 
S60,000, and the gorernment was iiivited to 
tako stock or leml its assistance. Under 
date of Sept. 30, a reply reauhed Yale that 
capitalists would not subscribe .the stock, 
and that the scheme was " impracticable." 
But " that this great enterprise, including 
the removal of the obstruction to naviga'tion 
8t Emory's Bar, could be carried out by 
Other means," — " by levying a duty on the 
transport of all goods by laml from Yale to 
Lytton." " And that bis Excellency is de- 
■irous of ascertaining the wishes of tho 
inhabitMts of Yale in reference to the plan 
of opening the road, u'/uc/j might be cuimnu- 
nieated fo. him in Ike form of u pclilion. This 
curious anil skillful piece of doploniacy to 
escape responsibility by petilioiiiiifj; Yale to 
"petition" for "a duty" was me^as expected, 
A memorial^ was forwarded-,-8tating that 
when the road was made the largest portion 
of the merchandize would pass that way to 
the upper country, as it would be shorter 
than via Cayoosh ; that "afier its completion 
a small duty on so large an aggregate must 
necessarily yield a very considerable seye- 
nue _:" and that if the Lillooet route was im- 
proved at the public expense, an equal duty 
should be levied there. Port Douglas was 
not consulted. So the whole matter is in a 
nut-shell : a small tax was asked lor by 
Yale, at his Excellency's request, and a 
large one was imposed without their con- 
sent. 

The reply called out by McDonald's let- 
ter, after staling that the tax had been well 
'^c^nsidered" and "indispensible ;" added, 

i h ^^^^^'^!>fyPnd 'all other measures by the 
minen and merchantsoJaiigeT British Colum- 
bia." The parpable' uit'ention of this was to 
throvr ! the 'odium on other shoulders. But 
from- our showing its origin is fully attrib- 
utable to the Czar&f British Columbia, with- 
outnthe' shadow of a chanoe'to^e.torwe-' it, 
on the grounii of misconception of the 
wishes of the miiicr.i ami merchants. 

.»fIlB*SIHS IMlNiNO Lands. — Tiie sys- 
tera^bf leasing mining lands, in from, one lo 
five acres- in e.'iteiit. ia one that, as the coun- 
try increases in population and importaiice, 
' ^ S',R9ii8J; to a great deal of trouble. ., Th e 
code of laws for th& better workiiig of the 
mines of British Columbia, has made pro- 
vision for this system, and ir» one instance 
at least, it has been found to work badly. 
Wo refer to Prince Alberi's Flat, a section of 
a uiferons ground about three miles below 
Fort Yale. On this flat, i! was clearly dc- 
muiLstrated last fall that SIO per day to the 
htiiul couid be iuade with sluices ; r.r.u fince 
that time a lease of two-and-a-half acres 
lia<! been yrantcd tu a niiner for two years. 
This lease, of course, prevents the working 
of that amount of ground by individual 
tnini.'rs for thai perioil, and introduces a 
system of monopoly that we are sure will 
prove ol great injuty to traders and working- 
men on the lower Eraser. As far as the ao- 
ual holder of the leas« is concerned, we do 
not believe it could have fallen into better 
hantU ;.!but we are utterly exposed to'^tlie 
whole arrangement. Monopoly, the curse of 
older countries, introduced into bolumbia, 
if allowed to take root, am? combined with 
the infamous mule-tax, wiUsoon depopulate 
our sister colony, 'f be idea of inviting men 
of family to settle with us, and then taking 
the very means of subsislenci! fioin iliern, 
is a novel i\lea: and it nniny aro ciUight in 
the trap, thare are nion; fools in the world 
than wo imagined. In Australia, the same 
plan is being tried, and it has ^iveu rise lo 
many serious disturbances be.tweiui the 
•'leases" and and ''anti-kasers." Why the 
■ystem should have been introduced here, is 
a puxalo. We hope to hear of no more 
leases being granted. They can only result 
in injury to the country and the people at 
present In it^^ 

Anotber Discovery. — The Gazette 
»*y8 it has found a "mare's nest." Well, 
we hope it has. The other day it thought 
it had discovered a "nest of jackasses" at 
New Westminster; but discovefed two days 
after, when it had sucked the eggs,, that it 
had made a mistake — the jackasses were all 
nestled snugly in its own office.

Quesnello River. 
The hopes of ViiMoria ami of tho whole 
country are based upon the presumed rich- 
ness of the Quesnelle river mines. Last 
June, after the reported failure of the Canoe 
country, there wimo many who prophesied 
the almost complete desertion of the two 
coloides by the ensuing autumn; and many 
who loft here early in tho spring for the 
Eldorado of their hopes, relurnad a. few 
months later penniless and disheartened, 
and worn down by the fatigues of a journey 
which they had undertaken in their search 
for the glittering oro. Out of nearly 4,000 
men who passed up the Fraser before the 
lat of May, it- wa.s computed that more than 
half of that number left the country before 
the 1st of Jul) — mo6l of thetn never to re- 
turn. About 1,000 of the number who left 
here early in the spring, remained in the 
Canoe country and worked cUima possess- 
ing more or le-s riuhneas, until the reports 
from Quesnelle reached them, (about the 
middle of July,) ivhen nearly 700 of their 
number went.abpsre, tog^therAvrith about 300 
more roiners.-from poiDt8':low0r:downvon the 

The diggings on the Quesnelle vreic 
struck on the' 3d.of June, by Benjamin Mc- 
Donnell, a native of Prince Edward's Islainl, 
and a boat's crow of five others, who left 
Lytton about the midiUe of March. They 
had previously prospected tho ba's on all 
the tribaiaries of the Praser, and found 
nothing to. justify tlieir remaining, until 
they reached Fori' Alexander, a distance of 
280 miles from the Forks of Fraser and 
Thompson. At this .st;itiun tliey were told 
that gold had been h)urul iii small quantities 
on the IJuesnclle river fur several year.sback 
by Inilians, who had brought specimoiis to 
the Fort and traded them for blankets, etc., 
but that no particular importance had been 
attached to the discoveries, McDonnell and 
his party determined to start the ne.xt morn- 
ing and prospect foi themselves, \vhich they 
did, and in a few days reached the river, 
and about two mile.s from its mouth, struck 
a bar which gave them a prospBCt of from 
one to two dollars to the jKin, — -fine gold- 
This they called .McD /luiell's Bar, and set 
to work with rockers the day after 'hei" arri- 
val, and sent Mchonnidl ahead to prospect | 
for siill richer claims which llieV believed j 
e.\isled above. ' 

Me noncll went oil ; and about 60 miles 
from where his parly was' at work, struck 
another bar still richer than the first whero 
coarse ggyjB^ound|.,, .This bo ^naracd Mc- 
Donnell's Bar No.' 2, and returning to his 
e()mpanioi»,'fe*^h'il'thBt'thB riveK had risen 
so mudh is!td )pV#Vont their. Worjtiiig their 
claims. He also found that :sO' flral other 
companies had'arrived and had commenced ( 
working at diliierent points near tho mouth | 
of the Quesnelle, with :;reater or less sue- j 
cess.- Abandoning the bar, tin' piuiy soon 
moveil above and seltleil at i\o. 2, where 
they made from one ounce to thirty 
pel 'lay U) the hand until the rol,l 
set in. wnen they were e(i;ii;iL'lli-.l tn i!f..i-l. 
In the iru'anlime, the e.veiieiie'ii^ sinead 
to the loAi-t Im jm.m, and hundrt'ds arrived 
we.'i.ly. Tiu se last pushed higher np the 
river, and many lollowe'd an old Indian 
trail from the head of Williams' Lake to the 
head waters of the Quesnelle River. By 
the iatter roti'te, a piMty of' thirteen struck 
a small tributary which they named Horse- 
fly Creek, ami coiistrnetnig a wing-dam, 
took out SilmO in ;i week, when the euhi 
weather compelled them to abaiHloii tlieir 
claims and come . bolow. Others followeit 
the Horsefly Creek to its sonrcc-a small 
hilt deep lake— and piissini.' that, carne Ki a 
river abiiiit hall the size ol tho (Juiv-nejle, 
fed by tho sauio hike which supplied tho 
Horsefly, but-running in a totally dilierent 
direction, and suppos- d to I'lnpiy into 
Thompson river. This they called Lost 
river, and obtained some good prospects 
from the bars. By far the larger number of 
tho miners followed the Quesnelle from its 
mouth and came upon a ehai i of three lakes 
which they called Nos. 1, 2 and 3. These 
emptied into the Quesnelle, and irood waires 
were made by all who worked abevc; or iiri- 
medi.ilely Ixdow them, as the well-lilleil 
pur.ics brought to Victoria by the miners 
eaily in the winter leslified. 

As far as the Qnesnelle mines are con- 
cerned, we have not the least doubl but they 
will prove the riche-st yet struck in British 
Columbia, and although some few will be 
disappointed and cutse their luok, wo are 
perfectly satisfied that the large majority 
who go above will, do wellJ ' ' ' 



M.^itiNEs Discontented. — The marines 
quartered at the barracks tit .James Bay, ex- 
press great dissatisfaction at their treatment 
hore, and if the fatigue duty they are called 
to-do for the hangprs-on of tiovernment is as 
represented, they can with justice feel dis- 
satisfied. This corps volunteered in. Chija 
for colonial service here, with the promise 
of extra pay, — no sum being specilieil. All 
they get is one .shilling sterling a day. — and 
of that are only paid fourteen shillings a 
month, — the balance is kept back lo .supply 
them with clothes. The amount allowed 
thein is insudieient, as every necessary is 
much higher than in China or ]MiL;land. So 
the men are effectually prohibited from 
having any spare change to imlulgein "beer 
or 'baccy." What they e.vpectod' when 
they VjOlunleered, was to be put at work 
with sliove'i'and pick. — or at some respecta- 
ble manual labor; but where they are now, 
'' martialr liiw" compels them , to be mere 
lackeys on officials, both military and 
civil, — tho latter employing them because 
the marines cannot charge for their labor. 
One day this week, a fatigue party wore 
sent lo wash out the Supreme Couit room ! 
Certainly affairs ave a ini.vej ineilley ! Even 
the fa\ orite pupil of Sir Hugh Cairns" wil 
find ittlinicnlttoliaceout a balance-sheet be- 
tween the Colony and tho Coiniiaiiy, — or lol 
how fiee labor is to live in eunipelilion >vith 
marines at a shilling and convicts at twenty- 
live cents a day. 



Robberies at San Juan — Pirates. — On 
'iVednesday night, the store of Capt. Hig- 

gins, on San Juan Island, was entered by 
thieves and robbed of two tons and a half of 
goods — principally general articles — to the 
value of nearly >^.')00. Another store in the 
vicinity was entered the sivnw night, and 
six barrels of whiskey stolen therefrom. In 
tho morning live barrel.-', of the whiskey 
were found buried on the beach a short 
distance from the military encatupment. 
These robberies were both committed by a 
regularly organized band of pirates, who 
cruise about the: Sound committing outrages 
of a like character whenever an opportuni- 
ty occur's.^ The^British anfl^ini'e'rican tordes 
in these waters shbuld'combine to extermi> 
nate the villains.

Governor of British Columbia, the respect- 

fd nctilion of the inhabitants of Yale, 

himki/ shewelh : 

Thai your petitioner.s regard' with utter 
dismay the iuiposition of the S5 mule tax, 
from the disastrous results it is certain to 
entail on the progress of the Colony, whether 
it is re;,'arded as ellcctiug mining, commerce, 
or agricultural settlement. 

That one inevitable consequence of the 
tariff, will bo the paralysis of all trade to 
the interior, by the avenues of Douglas and 
Yale, which will operate as a corresponding 
premium to tho overland carriers from 
Oregon and AVashington Territory. Thus 
mercantile enterprise' •■by the legilimalo 
channels, which was' so 'spiritedly sustained 
in face of very discouragiiiif difficulties, un- 
der the expectation of ultimate encourage- 
ment, is doomed to sacrifice, without any 
imperative necessity apparent to your pe- 
titioners. 

That tho cxjiendilure on the formation of 
the contemplated road to Lytton will be 
gradual, and your petitioners conceive might 
be met from the ordinary sources of reve- 
nue, the more particularly as S75 00 has al- 
reaily been allotteil for that purpose as well 
as from the fact tiiat the culpable dilatori- 
ness of the lioyal Engineers in surveying 
the wol'k renders it certain that no section 
of tho trail can be finished for many months 
to come. 

That your petitioners when they (in an- 
swer to your lv\celleney"s letter) mention- 
ed their accpiieseence to the proposed im- 
post of a duty, (''small') never inrended to 
imply £8 or S40 pur ton. but supposed the 
impost of "three dollars per ton for road 
purposes" to he the tariff in view. That 
under the.'^e views your petitioners respect- 
fully urge on your lv\cellen<:y the reconsid- 
eration of the proposed lax, with a view to 
its total abrogation. 

As in duty bound your petitioners will 
ever pray.
